The threat to Ploescl seeming- 
ly means the speedy evacuation Bu- 
charest, if the Rumanians hope to make 
an effective retreat over the railroad 
line toward Moldavia.)

| RU. WMANIANS ARE 
IN RETREAT ALL 
ALONG THE LINE 


Total of Prisoners Taken by 
Teutons Since Sunday in 
Excess of 12,000. 


BERLIN, Dec. 5, by wireless to Say- 
Ville.—Teutonic troops are pursuing the 
Gefeated Rumanians on the front be- 
fore Bucharest, the War Office an- 
nounced today. The invaders are across 
the railroad leading from Bucharest to 
Tergovistea, 60 miles northwest of 
Bucharest, the capture of which was an- 
nounced yesterday. The Danube army 
repulsed Russian attacks with heavy 
lesses. The number of prisoners taken 
Rince Sunday has been increased to 
1.600. 

Renewed Russian attacks in the Car- 
pathian forests and along the line of 
the Transyivania frontier were made 
yesterday, but did not gain the slight- 
est success, it also was announced. Teu- 
tonic troops recaptured lost positions. 

Position Recaptured. 

Today's statement says: 

“Front of Archduke Joseph: Renewed 
Russian attacks on Capul and northeast 
of Dorna Watra and in the Putna, Trot- 
us and Uzul valleys were without the 
Slightest success. Simultaneously Ger- 
Man and Austro-Hungarian troops re- 
captured by storm and hand-to-hand 
fighting, a position lost during the pre- 
ceding fight, which was an important 
one for us. After these engagements, of 
which some were very violent, there re- 
mained in our hands on the Verchdebry 
South of Tartar Pass, more than 100 
men and five machine guns, and on 
Mount Nemira, in the northern Oituz 
Valley, 350 prisoners and eight machine 
Sune. 

“Army group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen: The ninth army during the 
Pursuit of the enemy broke the resist- 
ence of the hostile rear guards and 
crossed the Bucharest-Tergovistea-Pe- 
trosita railroad to the eastward. 

“The Danube army, after the victory 
Gained on the lower Argechu against 
mumericaliy superior forces, followed 
the retreating enemy in this sector.

Carries With Him, However, Presi- 
dent’s Views on Submarine War- 
fare and Belgian Deportation. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—James W. Ge- 
rard, United States Ambassador to Ger- 
many, who will sail for his post today, 
bearing the views of President Wilson 
regarding submarine warfare and the 
deportation of Belgians for presentation 
to the Imperial Government.

J. B. Heydt Declares St. Louis 
Bakers Are Supporting Pro- 
posed Embargo on Foodstuffs. 


The American Bakery Co., composed 
of seven of the largest bakeries in St. 
Louls, today announced an advance in 
the price of bread and rolls and dough- 
nuts to a figure which will make the 
retail price 6 cents for a small loaf of 
bread, 12 cents for a large loaf and 15 
cents a dozen for'rolls and doughnuts. 

These prices are the same as those 
put in effect several days ago by the 
McKinney Bakery, which is the most 
‘ormidable competitor of the American 
Sakery Co. 

The bakeries in the 
Cg. are the Welle-Boettler, 
“reund, Hauck-Hoerr, Home, 
and St. Louis bakeries. 

In justification of the raise in price, 
Join B. Heydt, vice president of the 
American Bakery Co., called attention 
to the increased price and heavy ex- 
borts of wheat and flour to the Euro- 
pean countries now at war.

Heydt declared that St. Louis bakers 
and grain men are co-operating with 
Congressmen Meeker and -Fitzgerald in 
un effort to have an embargo placed on 
the export of foodstuffs. 

He asserted that he believed the mea- 
jure would receive the support of a ma- 
jority of the American people and that 
Ipposition will come from speculators 
and Eastern capitalists handling war 
orders. An embargo on foodstuffs, he 
declared, would send wheat down to $1 
a bushel by next spring and put bread 
back to 5 cents a loaf. 

“The official Government report on 
the 1916 wheat crop,’ Heydt pointed out, 
“shows 658,000,000 bushels, including 66,- 
000,000 bushels of milling wheat held over 
from last year. Our domestic require- 


ments are more than 600,000,000 bushels. T 


Thus we should have a surplus of over 
50,000,000 bushels, but, since July 1, 1916, 
we have exported 75,000,000 bushels to 
the allies and Holland, thus creating a 
shortage here. And the end is not yet, 
for the shipping goes on. 

“Twenty-three per cent of our. popula- 
tion raise all the grain,’’ Heydt contin- 
ued; ‘10 per cent raise the textiles, and 
77 per cent are paying exorbitant prices 
hecause of heavy exports. The same 
conditions exist concerning corn and 
oats. 

“We believe that the 77 per cent suf- 
fering because of this condition are in 
favor of an embargo on foodstuffs, for 
the simple reason that it is a sure way 
to reduce t. cost of living, and will 
make a fight against the few specula- 
tors who are reaping a harvest in war 
orders. 

“J. P. Morgan & Co., for example, are 
the fiscal agents of the allies. All food- 
stuffs for the countries at war are paid 
for by that company. Their profits ac- 
crue from exchange, brokerage on Iin- 
voices and profits on war loans, sent in 
payment for such shipments. This is 
the class of people we expect to sce op- 
pose the embargo, for it would strike 
at their business.”’

‘‘First in Everything.’’ 
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JOHN D. ARCHBOLD, 
HEAD OF STANDARD | 
UIL GO., DIES AT 68 


He Had Been Ill Less Than Two 
Weeks Following Appendi- 
citis Operation. 


WAS A NATIVE OF OHIO 


President of Standard Oil Co.., 
Ww ho Dies Following Operation |

Associated With Rockefeller 
Since 1875—His Fortune 
Estimated at $30,000,000. 


TARRYTOWN, N. Y., Dec. 5.—John 
Dustin Archbold, president of the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey, died 
at his home here at 4 o’clock this 
morning, at the age of 68, leaving a 
fortune estimated at $30,000,000. 

Archbold’s death followed an illness 
of less than two weeks. He was oper- 
ated on for appendicitis Nov. 23 and fora 
time Seemed to rally. Later he suffered 
a relapse and the five physicians at- 
tending him decided that blood transfu- 
sion must be resorted to. Archbold s 
chauffeur volunteered as the subject of 
this operation and transfusion was per- 
formed on the afternoon of Nov. 29. 
Following the operation Archbold 


showed increased strength and his phy- 
isicians and members of his family ap- 
peared optimistic that the improvement 
would be permanent. His simple habits 
of life and rugged constitution buoyed 
up. the hope that he would survive. 

k‘uneral services will be held here 
Thursday afternoon, attended by rela- 
tives and many of his personal and 
business friends, including John  D. 
tockefeller and William Rockcfeller, 
and their families. While. these services 
are taking place Tarrytown’'s various 
industries will suspend operation az a 
memorial to Archbold’s democracy 
the village of his residence. 

Archbold is survived by his widow, 
son, John F. Archbold of Thomasville. 
Ga., and two daughters, Mrs. M. M. 
Van Buren of Newport, R. 1., and Mrs. 
Armar D. Saunderson of Lyndhurst, 
England, 

Archbold'’s Wealth Estimated a 
About $30,000,000. 

John D. Archbold, financial and politi- 
cal genius of Standard Oil, and most in- 
timate business associate of John D. 
Rockefeller, was 68 years of age, a na- 
tive of Leesburg, O., born July 26, 184«. 

Archbold started life as a clerk in a 
Salem (O.) grocery, taking his first 
position when he was 13 years of age. 
When 16 he went to the Pennsylvania 
oi] fields, and in 1875 became connected 
with the Standard Oil Co., then in proc- 
ess of formation through the efforts of 
John D. and Frank Rockefeller, young 
Cleveland oil merchants who had ac- 
quired large holdings in Pennsylvania 
petroleum fields. Archbold, although but 
27 years of age, was recognized as one of 
the best oll men in the business, and 
even then showed a genius for handling 
inoney and raising capital to exploit new 
petroleum enterprises, 

Archbold’s first independent en- 
terprise was the Acme Oil Co., the first 
concern to realize the value of the by- 
products of petroleum. For years he 
was president of this corporation, gradu- 
ally welding its affairs with those of the 
rapidly growing Standard Oil Co. 

Standari Vil Director. 

He was one of the first members of 
the board of directors of the Standard 
Oil Co., and later its vice president and 
treasurer. When the United States Su- 
preme Court decreed the dissolution of 
the Standard Oil companies, he became 
president of the Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey. 

Always active in politics, with almest 
eratical Republican tendencies, Arch- 
bold became involved in a nation-wide 
political controversy when, several years 
ago, he admitted financial assistance 
had been rendered by the Standard Ot! 
Co., through himself to United States 
Senators Bailey of Texas and Penrose 
of Pennsylvania, and Representativs 
Sibley of Pennsylvania. The expose 
caused the political death of Bailey and 
Sibley, besides the retirement of United 
States Senator Foraker of Ohio. 

John D. Rockefeller tells in his “Ran, 
dom Reminiscences” of how he fifst 
met Archbold. dn stopping at a hotel, 
Rockefeller was struck by the fact that 
on the hotel register was written in 
large characters this inscription: 


JOHN D. ARCHBOLD 84.00 A BBL. 

“Four dollars a barrel’ was Arch- 
bold’s battle cry, and though he did 
not succeed in putting crude oll up to 
the figure named, he attracted the at- 
tention of Rockefeller. 

Archbold held, according to his own 
statement, that all the practices of the 
Standard Oil Co. were honorable, and, 
he believed, in conformity to law. 

Although Mr. Archbold was not par- 
ticularly conspicuous as a benefactor, 
he ‘made many large gifts, including a 
sum of $400,000 to Syracuse University 
in one lump, besides annual donations 
of smaller amounts. He was a church 
member and a liberal contributor to re- 
ligious work. He was married in 1870 
to Miss Annie Mills of Titusville, Pa., 
and maintained a beautiful estate at Ce- 
dar Cliff, Tarrytown-on-Hudson, and a 
home at Southampton, Long Island.

REPORTED 10 HAVE 


Result of Reputed Disagreement 
as to Asquith Heading 
War Council. 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—The Exchange Tel- 
egraph Co. says that War Secretary 
Lioyd-George has decided to resign. 

The resignation, it is said, was draft- 
ed after Lloyd-George received an inti- 
mation that Premier Asquith could not 
agree to the suggestion that the War- 
Council should be formed without the 
Premier at its head. 

The Press .-ssociation says the lobby 
believes Sir Edward Carson will not 
join the Cabinet. 

The Evening Star says: “The political 
crisis is over, so far as it is a trial of 
strength between Asquith and Lloyd- 
George. Asquith has won. There will 
be no resignations and a reconstruction 
of the Government will not take place. 
The failure of the cabal was due to 
the refusal of the Labor party to sup- 
port it. They would not support 
George’s plan on any terms and the 
plan therefore failed.’”’ 

The Westminster Gazette says Pre- 
mier Asquith has declined definitely a 
proposal for the formation of a war 
council of which he would not be a 
member, and other consequential 
changes which would have followed ac- 
ceptance of that proposal. Naturally, 
the next move remains for those mem- 
bers of the Cabinet who made the sug- 
gestion. 

Asquith’s Position. 

Asquith approved a smaller war coun- 
cil, the newspaper continues, but held 
the Premier necessarily must be chair- 
man of any such body. His attitude is 
said to be supported by Foreign Sec- 
retary Gray and most of his principal 
colleagues in the Cabinet. 

It is pretty generally conceded that 
‘the resignations of all the Ministers are 
in Premier Asquith’s hands, and two 
or three of the political writers record 
persistent rumors that Asquith will re- 
sign today. 

The Daily News, the Daily Chronicle, 
the Daily Express and the Daily Mail 
speak of strong disagreements among 
the members of the Cabinet and indl- 
cate the likelihood that a settlement 
will prove difficult. Lloyd-George and 
his supporters are represented as de- 
manding more extensive alteratians in 
the Cabinet than seemed probable Sun- 
day night. According to the Dally 
Mail, they wish to rid it of Foreign Sec- 
retary Grey; Walter Rurciman, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade; Reginald 
McKenna, Secretary of the Exchequer: 
Lord Robert Cecil, Minister of War 
Trade, and A. J. Balfour, First Lord of 
the Admiralty. 

Premier Asquith said yesterday in the 
House: 

"'T desire to make it perfectly piain to 
the House and to the country that what- 
ever reconstruction of the Cabinet takes 
place, it involves no departure in any 
‘shape from the policy already announced 
and pursued since the beginning of the 
war. If anyone encourages or entertains 
ithe idea that there is any question of a 
change of policy, I can assure them they 
are entirely mistaken.”

have made a verbal agreement to box 


n 10-round, no-decision bout within the 
next two months, probably at Madison 
Square Garden. Promoter Tex Rickard 
is arranging to have the. contracts 
signed and has agreed to give $40,000 of 
the receipts to the French -war. relief 
fund. 

It was this prospective contribution 
which is credited with winning the con- 
sent of the French Government to give 
Carpentier the necessary furlough. The 
big French boxer has been in the army 
virtually since the outbreak of the war. 
Previously. he had turned down offers 
tc re-enter the ring, because it was im- 
possible to get the necessary permis- 
sion. The correspondence for the com- 
ing bout has been going on for several 
months and the promotion of the meet- 
ing almost entered the bounds of inter- 
national diplomacy. 

Rickard, who has gained puglisitic 
fame as the promoter of the Johnson- 
Jeffries, Nelson-Gans and Willard-Mo- 
ran bouts, with their record purses, 
falied in all his early attempts to bring 
the French and American champions to- 
gecther. It was not until he enlisted the 
aid of the members of one of the French 
rellef fund committees that the con- 
tract was made possible. Pressure was 
brought to bear upon the proper offi- 
Cials in France and their consent ob- 
tained for Carpentier to leave the army 
end the country for about three months. 
Rickard will have to pay Carpentier’s 
traveling and training expenses. 

The $40,000 has been put in the form 
of a bonded deposit and in return those 
interested in the fund have agreed to 
deliver Carpentier in this country within 
the next few weeks.

As to Election Expenses. 

Immediate passage of the bill to 
regulate the expenditure of money 
in elections may seem to be less nec- 
essary than the immediate enact- 
ment of the other measures to which 
I refer; because at least two years 
will elapse before another election 
in which Federal offices are to be 
filled; but it would greatly relieve 
the public mind if this important 
matter were dealt with while the 
circumstances and the dangers to the 
public morals of the present method 
of obtaining and spending campaign 
funds stand clear under recent ob- 
servation and the methods of ex- 
penditure can be frankly studied in 
the light of present experience; and 
a delay would have the further very 
serious disadvantage of postponing 
action until another election was at 
hand and some special object con- 
nected with {t might be thought to 
be In the mind of those who urged 
it. Action can be taken now with 
facts for guidance and without sus- 
picion of partisan purpose. 

I shall not argue at length the 
desirability of giving a freer hand 
in the matter of combined and con- 
certed effort to those who shall 
undertake the essential enterprise 
of building up our export. trade. 
That enterprise will presertly, will 
immediately assume, has indeed al- 
ready assumed, a magnitude unpre- 
cedented in our experience. We 
have not the necessary instrumen- 
talities for its prosecution; it is 


deemed to be doubtful whether they 

could be created upon an adequate 

scale under our present laws. We 
should clear away all legal obsta- 
cles and create a basis of undoubt- 
ed law for it which will give free- 
dom without permitting unregulated 
license. The thing must be done 
now, because the opportunity is here 
and may escape us if we hesitate or 
delay. 

Porto Rico Legisiatton. 

The argument for -the proposed 
amendments of the organic law of 
Porto Rico is brief and conclusive. 
The present laws governing the 
island and regulating the rights and 
privileges of its people are not just. 
We have created expectations of ex- 
tended privilege which we have not 
satisfied. There is uneasiness 
among the people of the island and 
even a suspicious doubt. with regard 
to our intentions concerning them 
which the adoption of the pending 
measure would happily remove. We 
do not doubt what we wish to do in 
any essential particular. We ought 
to do it at once. 

At the last session of the Congress 
a bill was passed by the Senate 
which provides for the promotion of 
vocational and industrial education 
which is of vital importance to the 
whole country because it concerns a 
matter, too long neglected, upon 
which the thorough industrial prep- 
aration of the country for the crit- 
ical years of economic development 
immediately ahead of us in very 
large measure depends. May I not 

urge its early and favorable consid- 
eration by the House of Representa- 
tives and its early enactment into 
law? It contains plans which affect 
all interests and all parts of the coun- 
try and I am sure that there is no 
legislation now pending before the 
Congress whose passage the country 
awaits with more thoughtful ap- 
proval or greater impatience to see a 
great and admilrable thing set in the 
Way of being done. 

There age other matters already 
advanced to the stage of conference 
between the two Houses of which 
it is not necéssary that I should 
speak. Some practicable basis of 
agreement concerning them will no 
doubt be found and action taken 
upon them. 

Inasmuch as this is, gentlemen, 
probably the last occasion I shall 
have to address the Sixty-fourth 
Congress, I hope that you will per- 
mit me to say with what genuine 
pleasure and satisfaction I have co- 
operated with you in the many 
Measures of constructive policy with 
which you have enriched the ijegis- 
lative annals of the country. It has 
been a privilege to labor in such 
company.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—State Depart- 
ment advices today included a dispatch 
from El Paso containing an unconfirmed 
report from Chihuahua that German 
Vice Consul Carlos Ketelsen and two 
Americans had been killed by Villa 
bandits. No official confirmation of the 
report was received. 

The report says an unidentified Amer- 
ican woman was carried away by the 
marauders, but says she was not a 
daughter of George Elmendorf, as was 
unofficially reported. The Chinese Charge 
called at the State Department and 
asked for information as to Chinese 
subjects in Chihuahua.

Natives Resisted Occupation of 
Macoris by Marines—Eleven 
Casualties Among Them. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Capt, J. A. 
Hughes and eight privates of the Thirty- 
first Company and two privates 6f the 
Thirty-second Company of United States 
marines were wounded in the fight Nov. 
29 and 30, at Macoria, Dominican re- 
public, between the American forces 
and natives who resisted occupation by 
the Americans, according to a dispatch 
ta the Navy Department today by Capt. 
Harry Knapp, commanding the forces 
there. Eleven Dominicans were report- 
ed killed and six wounded, 

Capt. Knapp reported that the clash 
was caused by the resistance offered 
by Gov. Perez of San Francisco de Ma- 
coris when the Americans appeared for 
the purpose of establishing 4 military 
government. 

Perez, commanding a force of about 
100 men, was driven from the city. Capt. 
Knapp reported that no further infor- 
mation was available, and that reports 
on Dec. 3, the date of filing his dis- 
patch, indicated that quiet prevailed 
throughout the republic. The following 
casualties among the United States 
forces are reported:

Their delib- 
erations were fruitful and resulted 
fn the adoption by those preesnt of 
tertain plans for the penitentiary and 
reform schools which we hope to 
have enacted into law at the next sen." 
sien of the General Assembly. 

“To put these plans into operation 

Is for the expenditure of nearly 

2,000,000. Its revenues from all 
sources under our present system of 
tazation amount to approximately 
$5,600,000. Of this sum $3,000,000 is 
set aside for the public school fund 
and other educational purposes. This 
leaves but $3,600,000 to be used in the 
maintenance of the penitentiary and 
eleemosynary institutions, and in de- 
fraying the expenses of the adminis- 
trative departments of our State 
Government. 

“Experience has demonstrated, and it 
ig generally admitted that such a sum 
is wholly inadequate for such purposes 
in this, a Stgte containing three and a 
half million people. The amount of rev- 
tnue collected by this State in proportion 

ts taxable wealth is not more than 
one-third of that collected by other pro- 
Sressive states of this Union. 

“The conditions outlined herein bring 
us face to face with a crisis which must 
bé met, and presents problems which 
must be solved without delay. The. ip- 
ccming session of the Legislature is in 
Session for but a few weeks. Many im- 
portant questions will be presented. It 
has occurred to me that a conference of 
our citizens interested in the progress 
of our State, and more particularly in 
the question of taxation, might result in 
much good. Such a conference should 
be open to the public and the press, I 
Am persuaded that such a conference 
might make valuable recommendatjops 
t¢ the incoming Legislature; and might, 
through properly appointed committees, 
prepare revenue bills to be presented to 
the Legislature. 

“T append a list of those whom I 
Would like to sit as a ‘Revenue Commis- 
sion.’ Please accept and favor the pev- 
Ple with your advice. I call this con- 
ference for Friday morning, Dec. 8 at 
#:30, at the Planters Hotel, this city.

Tells Jury He Had No Aid From 
Prosecutor Accused of 
Wife’s Murder.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Dec. 5.—John = T. 


Barker, Attorney-General of Missouri, 
for the State, this afternoon closed the 
argument before the jury which has 
been trying Oscar D. McDaniel, Prose- 
cuting Attorney of Buchanan County, 
on the charge of wife murder. Follow- 
ing Barker’s address the case will be 


given to the jury.. Judge C. F. Strop, 
McDaniel’s chief counsel, finished his 
argument this morning. A large crowd 
attended the last day’s session of the 
trial. 

“T came here unknown to you men, 
and when your’ verdict is rendered I may 
ZO away, never again to see you on 
this earth again. There is no word nor 
act I have spoken or done but that I 
believe is honest and fair and patriotic 
to my country,’ said Barker. 

‘“‘When I came here, gentlemen, I ex- 
pected to find a Prosecuting Attorney 
who would come and lay bare hi 
troubles to me. I was the Attorney- 
General and he was your Prosecuting 
Attorney... I expected, 
cent, to see him come to me and tell 
me all, so we might try him honestly 
and openly. 

“Found the Scene Set.” 

“But -.when I came here I found the 
scene and plot all set. I found the 
background and the stage prepared. 
They were all fixed. I had no co-opera- 
tion.

McDaniel did not attempt to prevent 
an inquest to determine the cause of the 
death of his wife, Strop told the jury, 
in concluding his closing argument this 
morning. 

It was grief that caused McDaniel to 
tell the Coroner an hour after his wife 
had died that he did not want to talk 
of an inquest then, and it was common 
sense, Strop said, that caused McDaniel 
to tell the same Coroner a day or so 
‘later that he, McDaniel, believed he was 
the only witness who knew of any cir- 
cumstances surrounding the murder, and 
that an inquest would be unavailing at 
that time. 

“‘McDaniel was in perfect accord with 
the Coroner when he finally decided to 
hold an inquest,’’ Strop said. 

The Coroner had tegtified for the State 
that McDaniel requedted that he tell the 
newspapers he had cailed for an inquest 
When finally the Coroner concluded to 
hold one.

VALENCIA, Spain, via Madrid, Dec. 
5.—Capt. John T. Duffy of the American 
Steamship Chemung, which _ recently 
was sunk by a submarine off Cape 
Gata, Spain, said to the Associated 
Press today: 

“rt consider the. torpedoing of the 
Chemung absolutely unjust. We car- 
ried a general cargo worth $2,000,000, and 
had no contraband whatever. 

“Jacobsen, the third mate, was on the 
bridge. .

‘STATE OWES THE 
SCHOOLS $663,000 


Figures Presented by Educators 
at Conference to Determine 
How to Raise More Revenue. 


The heads of Missouri’s chief State in- 
stitutions of higher education, in a con- 
ference with Governor-elect Gardner at 
his office, 1821 Chouteau avenue today, 
presented figures showing that the State 


would owe these institutions, on Jan, 1, 
a@ total of $663,009. 

Gardner said this, together with short- 
ages in other directions, would leave the 
State, on Jan. 1, $2,000,000 behind in the 
payment of its approved obligations, He 
and the educators then discussed means 
of raising added revenue to make up 
the present deficiency and provide for 
the future. 

Gardner then told of plans which had 
been suggested by him previously for 
providing revenue, and which he was 
inclined to favor, and spoke first of 
the proposal to increase the collateral 
inheritance tax from 5 to 7% per cent, 
and to impose a tax of 2 or 3 per cent 
on all inheritances. 


Hill Favors Proposal. 
President Hill of the State university 


Spoke in favor of making:’these grad- 
uated taxes, the tax on large inherit- 
ances being at a heavier rate than on 
small ones. Gardner said the State 
Supreme Court had held a graduated 
tax unconstitutional, and that it would 
be useless to waste time in further 
tests. Dr. Hill said a 2 per cent tax on 
general inheritances would yield about 
$1,000,000 a year. 

Gardner said he would’ ask the Legis- 
lature for a; 3 per’ cent tax and would 
then accept .a‘reduction to 2 per cent if 
necessary. 

Gardner then suggested a corporation 
tax on gross receipts as a means of 
raising another $1,000,000 a year. “But 
we need $4,000,000," he said, and he then 
talked of other tax proposals, including 
theaters, picture shows, pool halls, to- 
bacco, an increase in saloon license 
charges, a State poll tax on all voters 
and an increase in the tax on oil from 12 
to 2% cents a barrel. 

He spoke in favor of a mortgage rec- 
ord tax, which, he said, would net the 
State $350,000 a year. 

He said that of the present State 
revenue of $5,600,000 a year, education 
requires $3,000,000, and that the remain- 
ing $2,600,000 is not enough for the other 
needs of the State. He read figures te 
show that the per capita tax in Mis- 
souri was lower than in most other 
states. 

President Hill was the first of the 
heads of institutions to state the defi- 
ciency in the institution’s receipts from 
the State. He said the State woula fr 
the university, from its general revehue, 
$243,800, on Jan. 1, for salaries and ex- 
penses. The university, he sald, is bor- 
rowing mioney for its running expenses 
and is paying 6 per cent interest. 

The heads of the other institutions 
stated the amounts which would be duce 
to the institutions Jan. 1, as follows: 

Kirksville Notmal School,- $51,200; War- 
rensburg Normal, $275,000; Cape Girar- 


Lincoln Institute, $17,000. . 
The large amount due the Warrens- 
burg Normal is chiefly in a building 
appropriation. The main buliding was 
burned, and the Legislature appropriat-] 
ed $250,000 for a new building and $1,- 
000 for equipment. Only $20,000 has been 
received for the building, and nothing 
for equipment.

leaving the revenue from these sources 
to the counties and municipalities, have 
turned to increasing corporation and 
“privilege’’ taxes for revenue to run 
the machinery of the state.

The Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival 
has become an educational institution of 
distinctive success and value to Bt. 
Louis, and its influence is steadily ex- 
tending to communities outside the 
city. The latter fact is made apparent 
in the liberal contributions to the fund 
2y persons residing in Missouri and II. 
inois cities and towns. 

This year it was’ emphasized by the 
initial contribution of $1 by a Higgins- 
fille (Mo.) man. C. M. Hubbard, man- 
ager of the St. Louis Provident Asso- 
ciation, bears testimony as to the local 
influence of the festival/in arousing the 
generous impulses of the public. He 
Says that in recent years he has no- 
ticed a constantly growing number tft 
men and women who desire to aid in 
carrying comfort and happiness into des- 
olate homes and hearts in all seasons 
of the year. Many of these, he says, 
apply to the Provident Association for 
information as to fami@s in need of 
aid. This gratifying condition of affairs 
he attributes in largest measure to th2 
operations of the Christmas Festival, 
and he suggests that this might be fur- 
ther developed into a clearing house of 
benevolent activities under direction of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

The regularly organized charitable 
agencies are, of course, an absolute 
need in the community, but a clearing 
house might, he says, be made a highly 
valuable adjunct, providing an agency 
from which those who feel impelled to 
give their charitable emotions’ direct 
and practical exercise might obtain in- 
formation to that end. 

Broader Interest Each Year. 

That the Christmas Festival, which 1s 
not to be understood as a charity, but 
as a hospitality event for a single day 
in the year, has from the first had an 
enduring infiuence upon the heart of 
the community finds its positive evidence 
in the facts stated and in the added 
fact that each year there is enlisted a 
broader active interest while rétaining 
the support of those individuals and in- 
stitutions which have sustained it from 
the outset. For many years the United 
Railways Co. has cheerfully given free 
transportation over its lines for those 
who are to receive from the central dis- 
tributing station baskets .of supplies for 
the Christmas dinner, and for children 
and their parents as guardians to and 
from the festival in the Coliseum. This 
year one of the first assurances to reach 
the festival management came from 
Richard McCulloch, president and gen- 
eral ‘manager of ‘the company, whv 
wrote: “‘You may announce to the com- 
mittee that. the United Railways Co. 
will do this year for the lIestival Ass :- 
ciation what it has been accustomed to 
do in the last few years.” 

Another early communicagion along 
this line came from H. Linton Reber, 
vice president of the Kinloch Telephone 
Co., advising the Executive Committee 
that the Festival should again have the 
first floor of the company’s building at 
Tenth and Locust streets, with lights, 
heat and telephone service, for the Bas- 
ket Packing Committee. This free use 
of the premises continues for more than 
a week, and it has been a yearly con- 
tribution cheerfully made by the com- 
pany to the undertaking to eliminate, as 
far as possible, on the’ one day of the 
year, the discomfort and distress incident 
to destitution. 

Chairman James A. Reardon of the 
Gift Committee told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday that his purchase of 
409 dozen dolls for distribution to little 
girls at the Coliseum on Christmas day 
was the outcome of effort begun early 
in the year. It succeeded only because 
of the existence of an option given by the 
manufacturer, but which had lost some 
of its force, and the assistance rendered 
by one of the largest St. Louis jobbing 
concerns which handles much of the 
manufacturer's output. It was not until 
the last week or two that it became 
known to Chairman Reardon that the 
dolis would be forthcoming, and that 
they have since arrived. They could be 
sold today for about double what they 
cost the Post-Dispatch Festival, for the 
reason that the trade has abandoned al} 
hope of being able to supply that great 
Christmas commodity, for which there 
is loud clamor all over the country. 

Bussers Instead of Horns. 

Another purchase by Chairman Rear- 
don, as gifts for the same branch of the 
Festival, is thousands of buzzers. These 
are to take the place of horns, with 
which the children in the Coliseum made 
their happiness so manifest last Christ- 
mas. The buzzere are in four different 
sizes, each sounding a different musical 
key, the effect of which will be a blend- 
ing of harmony and whirlwind noise. 
The subscription lists for the Festival 
will be started out on Thursday, and the 
heavy undertaking probably will be com- 
pleted within three or four days. This 
year they will be delivered to the vari- 
ous corporations and firms by an army 
of young women, who will only ask that 
they be received and brought to the at- 
tention of employes as a means for them 
to subscribe in any amount desired. The 
great bulk of subscriptions in former 
years have been in sums from 5 to & 
cents, and it is a pleasing anticipation 
that within a very few years the cause 
will have become so positve in its hold 
upon the entire heart of the community 
that there will be a rapid and mighty 
wave of contributions not exceeding 10 
cents from the great mass of men, wom- 
en and children. That would greatly

VIENNA, Dec. 4-—Dr. Ernest von 
Koerber, new Prime Minister of Austria, 
in a conversation with me today con- 
cerning the country’s new Pegime said: 
“A change of rulers has taken place, 
but Austro-Hungary continues to exist 
us before. Our beloved Emperor has 
passed away; our new Emperor, young 
in statecraft, but of sterling qualities 
and very popular with our peoples, has 
succeeded him. The thrones of Vienna 
and Budapest have not been shaken by 
this change; not even is there the 

slightest sign of internal trouble. 

“Notwithstanding all the dire prophe- 
cies of the terrible things that were to 
Lappen in Austro-Hungary when En:- 
peror Francts-Joseph died, Austria-Hun- 
gary is not in a state of dissolution, rev- 
vlution or in the smallest danger of 
breaking up, nor on the way to it. The 
dual monarchy ‘ives on with its former 
national solidity, with new hopes, new 
aspiration of progress and development. 

“Down to the smallest wheel in the 
machinery of State everything is work- 
ing smoothly. There has not been the 
smallest demonstration; not a single 
discordant note anywhere. 

In Office a Few Weeks. 

A few weeks ago Premier 
succeeded Premier Count Stuerghk, as- 
sasainated by a Socialistic fanatic, who 
asserted’ that he was impelled to the 
deed because he believed Stuergkh stood 
in the way of liberal development and 
progress in Austria. 

The appointment of Premier Koerber 
was one of the last important appoint- 
ments made by the late Emperor, ani 
many say was one of his wisest. He has 
been reappointed by Charles I. 

It is expected of the new Premier 
that he will bring many things out of 
the old rut, change many conditions 
and modernize and reorganize much 
that is behind the times in Austria. So 
many things are expected of him in so 
short a time, among so diversified ele- 
ments, under anything but auspicious 
conditions, that were the Prime Minis- 
ter to possess even a magic wand it 
is doubtful whether he could fulfill all 
expectations. 

Notwithstanding a great pressure of 
work, the Prime Minister received me 
at the ministry today. 

“You see Austria-Hungary has sur- 
vived our aged Emperor, whose death 
was expected by our enemies to have 
been the signal for a general breaking- 
up, falling to pieces and what not,” re- 
marked Dr. Koerber. “It will continue 
to survive, develop and progress. The 
bond which held Austria-Hungary to- 
gether under Francis-Joseph will con- 
tinue to hold it together under Charles I. 

“That bond,” he continued, “is the 
love of our Emperor, the nationa] wel- 
fare and the common good-will of all 
our peoples. This bond has not been 


‘| severed nor loosened, and there is no 


reason why it should be. We mourn 
our Emperor, and transfer to Charles 
I the faith, confidence, trust and affec- 
tion imposed in Francis-Joseph. 

‘There is much talk of a 
Kuis’ in Austria. 


‘Neuen 
The public appears 


to place great hopes that your excel- 4 


lency will inaugurate the longed-for 
new era,’’ I suggested. Dr. Koerber 
raised. both hands before his face, 
palms outward, as if to ward off ques- 
tions along this line. 

Has Numerous Plana. 

“Austria must not be behind any 
other country in progress and develop- 
ment. With the co-operation of our 
people I hope to accomplish some things, 
but there is too much of that talk and 
far greater expectations than I may be 
able to fulfill in the short time in which 
it seems to be looked for,’’ replied the 
Premier. 

“I appreciate the confidence imposed 
in «me, and certainly shall do what is 
within my power to modernize where 
modernizing is needed, and stubstitute 
progress where things may appear to 
have been standing still, but tt is not 
80 easy work to change where changes 
are desired or desirable as rapidly as 
some people think.’’ 

Dr. Koerber has traveled more *han 
any other statesman I have met in 
Kurope. He has lived in England, wae 
much in France and Italy, has traveled 
in the Western Hemisphere, knows the 
United States wel! and South America 
better than most North Americous. It 
is his opinion that the lnited States will 
he the greatest economic, “tnanc'al and 
industrial factor tn Europe after the 
War. . 

“America not only can, but ;erhaps 
may, Play the greatest role in bring- 
ing the war to an end and makin pence. 
She cerininly will contribute cousp’cu- 
eaoly fo a long time after the war to 
the recorstruction of F.urope.”’ he said. 


"Ro. the American people,” he contin- 
ued, “realize that almost all Europe will 
be looking to them for raw material, as 


well as other things, in incalculable 
quantities, with which to begin itndus- 


trial and economic life anew after this 
insane holocaust has been extinguished? 
Probably never in the history of the 
world has a country had two such great 
missions on behalf of humanity and civ- 


ilization as America has today and aca, 


have after the war."

Quite a number of the men on the force had a 
trade or occupation. I would like them to namé 
where they could earn more money. Their con- 
ditions are good, only working eight hotrs a 
day, and they don’t have to perform any hard 
manual labor. If they are not satisfied, let them 
quit thelr positions and perform some hard man- 
ual labor. They will soon be only too glad to 
go back to the police force. The trouble with so 
many people in this world is that when they 
have a good thing they don’t know how or where 
to get off at. 

I'm not so prejudiced against the probation- 
ary increase, providing there is a good law en- 
acted for them, say $5 increase in pay each 
year; that means that at the end of five years’ 
@ervice as a probationary he will become a full- 
fledged patrolman not only in name, but in sal- 
ary, also. "

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PUNISH ALL ELECTION RASCALS. 

Charges of fraudulent! registration by negroes 
based upon alleged facts cited by Breckenridge 
Long in a letter to United States District Attor- 
ney Oliver cannot be ignored in an investigation 
of election frauds in the city. 

Mr. Long directs attention to a report filed with 
the Chief of Police and the Board of Election 
Commissioners, containing the names and ad- 
dresses of negroes who were registered but alleged 
to be disqualified from voting for specific reasons. 
Among the reasons were noncompliance with the 
residence law and conviction of felonies. Others 
he charged were registered from vacant lots and 
unoccupied houses. Mr. Long submits a list of 
namés and addresses of registered voters alleged 
to be disqualified which were selected at random 
as an exhibit. 

We would have more faith in the nonpartisan 
character of the so-called nonpaftisan committee 
of citizens which employed Mr. Bates to investi- 
gate election frauds if it had gone into the 
charges of both parties. It has presented evidence 
only against Democratic election officials; but 
we will not cavil at its efforts. We accept the in- 
dictments of Democratic election officials as good 
work as far as it goes. It has not yet gone far 
enough. 

Democrats ought to be as much interested as 
Republicans in the uncovering of election: frauds 
and the punishment of election rascals. They 
ought to go on record as in favor of a thorough 
house-cleaning and do their full share of the work 
of gathering and submitting evidence. Proof of 
fraudulent registration would justify their chal- 
lenges at the polls and their efforts to prevent 
illegal voting. 

The public, however, is not interested in parti- 
san charges and counter charges except in so far 
as it contributes to the work of bringing out facts 
upon which prosecutions can be based. We are 
not depending upon partisan or nonpartisan com- 
mittees. We look to prosecuting officers charged 
with the duty of legal inquiry and prosecution 
for results. 

Charges of fraud, with information of facts in- 
dicating fraud which may be obtained, ought to 
be sufficient for the United States District Attor- 
ney and the Circuit Attorney. Let us have all 
the facts that can be obtained. Let us have 
prosecutions of all those against whom evidence 
can be found, regardless of party affiliations. 


Punish the election rascals of all parties.

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THE REVENUE PROBLEM. 

Gov.-elect Gardner’s decision, in accord with 
the Post-Dispatch’s suggestion, to call a tax 
conference of leading members of the State Legis- 
lature and representative citizens, ta consider 
the revenue problem holds out hope of @ satisfac- 
tory solution of the most important question 
confronting the Gardner administration. 

Gov.-elect Gardner has an opportunity to do 
the State a great service. Missouri has been 
hobbled. The State has been held back in the 
procession of states by an antiquated tax sys 
tem which has resulted in inadequate revenues 
for the State’s needs and in gross discrimina- 
tions. The system has retarded local progress 
by putting a premium on low assessments. 

The tax conference cannot change the system 
—that requires constitutional revision—but it 
can expose to the Legislature the difficulties to 
be met, suggest measures for the existing emer- 
gencies and outline a comprehensive program for 
complete tax reform. 

The revenue sources already suggested are 
good. There ought to be a tax on mortgages. A 
tax on corporations is equitable. A substantial 
tax should be levied on direct inheritances and 
the tax on collateral inheritances should be in- 
creased. With the home of the widow and 
orphan exempted the tax should be graduated. 
It should fall heavily on great inheritances. The 
inheritance tax is just and is easily collected. 

The State should have a Tax Commission. We 
assume that the question of framing a new Con- 
stitution will be submitted to the people. 

In the practical bankruptcy of the State Gov.- 
elect Gardner has a powerful lever with which 
to move the General Assembly to effective action. 
He should insist upon a comprehensive and com- 
plete remedial program. 
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A PENNYWISE POLICY. 

President Aloe of the Board of Aldermen thinks 
it would help business to abolish Union Station, 
and require each railroad or group of roads to 
have its own depot, as is the case in Chicago, De- 
troit and some other cities. Travelers world then 
have to pass through the streets to get from one 
depot to another, and might spend money with 
the retail merchants. 

This recipe for business prosperity recalls the 
Erie railroad war of 1853. Travelers in those days 
had to change cars not less than six timee be- 
tween New York and Chicago, and one of the 
changes was at Erie, Pa., where the gauge pecaine 
narrower. All through passengers had to get off 
at one end of Erie, pass through the town on foot 
or in carriages, and take a train at the other end. 
All freight kad to be unloaded and hauled tbrough 
the streets. 

When the railroad companies remedied the dif- 
ference in gauge, and prepared to lay connecting 
tracks through Erie, the people of Erie resisted 
the undertaking by court processes and nob vio- 
lence. The whole country became interested. 
Buffalo and Cincinnati held indignation meetings, 
and Horace Greeley, in the New York Tribune, 
thundered ¢cnunciations and demands for inter- 
ference by the President of the United States. 
“The whole world is to be taxed, as in the days 
of Caesar Augustus,” he wrote, “in order that 
Erie may clutch a sixpence for every dollar of 
expense she imposes on others. Let Erie be 
avoided by all travelers until grass shall grow in 
her streets, and till her piemen, in despair, shail 
move to some other city.” 

Erie finally yielded, its civic repute having boon 
in no wise enhanced by the selfish, though not un- 
natural, action of its people and officials. Jta 
misdeeds have now been forgotten, but what 
would be said of Erie if were to try to restore the 
conditions of 1853? And what would be generally 
said, and generally thought, of any city whica 
should purposely add to the burdens and expenses 
of the traveling public, for its own pennywise 
profit? 7%

And now those Hast St. Louisans are talking 
of taxing Our Bridge, that is, the portion of it 
from midstream east that falls within their juris- 
diction.

And what 
greater benevolence, what more worthy philan- 
thropy, than one enabling East Siders to cross to 
St. Louls without paying double trolley fare or 
contributing five cents for the privilege of walk- 
ing? , 
Our altruism will be more appreciated after the 
McKinley line raises its rate to 10 centa. Re- 
prisal by granting free passage one way on Our 
Bridge, but exacting toll going the other, for the 
purpose of raising the tax money, will be reserved 
as a last resort. 

However, we apprehend that the taxation policy 
affecting public highway bridges across inter- 
state streams has long been well defined. Gen- 
erally such bridges are the joint work of com- 
munities on both sides of the stream, but the 
taxation principle is not affected by the fact 
that the community on one side has generously 
shouldered the cost.

MR. ANTWINE ON PEACE. 


66 WONDER if anyone seriously believes we are 
| about to have peace?’’ Mr. Antwine asked. 
‘*‘We read that it is in the air, that people 
are growing dissatisfied with their governments, and 
that the time has all but come for Mr. Wilson to pro- 
pose a conference. Nevertheless, it is not that the 
war has gotten anywhere, but that it goes on so in- 
terminably, that these things are said. The:e is no 
prospect of peace in the situation itself. Certainly 
the allies, whose advantage increases with every year 
of the war, are not going to quit while there is a 
chance to win. Russia is not going to give up her 
chance for the Dardanelles, nor is England going to 
desist from what money and men, both of which she 
has, can ultimately do. It looks to me as if what is 
being said about peace means nothing more than that 
Christmas ts drawing near. 

‘‘Phe frequent assertion that no reason for the 
war really remains is not, in my opinion, very well 
thought out. The reason is exactly what it was when 
the war began. If peace is declared now, Europe 
will remain even more of an armed camp than she 
was before. The allied nations will go right on with 
their efforts to build up a military machine like that 
of the Germans, and when the next war comes it will 
be evem greater and deadlier than this. The thing to 
do, so far as I can make it out, is to let them fight to 
a finish. No lasting peace can come of any other end 
to the war, and it is no more important to have peace 
now than it will be in the future. 

‘‘The President seems to understand pretty well 
what the prospect for peace is. He isn’t saying a 
word.’’

HOW DECEMBER GOT 


ITS NAME | 


HE first appearance of December 
in the calendar was in the role of 


its name being derived from “decem,”’ 
meaning ten.

NEW YORK AUDIENCE 
ACCLAIM BERNHARDT 


Famous Frenchwoman Appears 
in Three Plays Not Requir- 
ing Much Motion. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Fost-Dispatch, © 
NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—Sarahn Bern- 
hardt will have to look far back through 
the Iong series of her farewell Amer- 
ican tours to recall a time when her 
appearance in New York was a signal 
for such tremendous jubilation as it 
was at the Empire Theater last night. 
The instant the curtain rose to dis- 
close her in the role of Cleopatra, re- 
clining on a couch of leopard and lion 
Skins, the expectant audience was on 
its feet. For nearly five minutes the 
uproar of bravos and applause contin- 
ued, while the more impressionable 
among her excited compatriots stood out 


jin the aisle and waved their hands. 


Meanwhile, as the indomitable genius 
of the French stage watched the ex- 
citement with a glow of satisfaction 
which entirely destroyed the illusion of 
the dyirg Egyptian Queen whom she 
was impersonating, one could see that 
in spite of infirmities and sorrows, time 
has dealt kindly with her. At 72, Mme. 
Bernhardt is vigorous and fit. The 
“voice of gald,’”’ over which poets have 
sing and critics have raved, may ht 
be what it was in other years. Mm. 
Bernhardt was further handicapped kv 
a bad cold, and frequent fits of coughing 
interrupted tbe delivery of her lines. 
But her enimciation was clear and bell- 
like as before, and the bits of dramatic 
technique which she is now able ito em- 
ploy are still supe. b. 

Mme. RBernhardt’s triumph over the 
disability caused by the amputation of 
her right leg is one of the remarkable 
features of her present appearances. 
The three short plays were s0 arrange 
that they permit her either to recline, 
cit or stanc. They require no move- 
ments about the stage. But the subtle 

rt of the star makes one fcrget the 
disadvantage under which she struggiee. 

Reception on Stage. 

When the curtain had fallen upon 
“Cleopatra,’’ the performance suddenly 
took,on the appearance of a reception, 
which gradually swelled into an ovation. 
Rose Coghlan, another grand woman of 
the theater, stepped out on the stage 
and read a greeting in behalf of the 
actors of America. The French visitor 
seemed bewildered for a moment, then 
recovered herself, rose and grasped Miss 
Coghian’s hand. If she replied at all, 
which is doubtful, her voice was lost in 
the handclapping of the audience. This 
demonstration,~with variations, was re- 
peated after each of the three plays. 

Candor compels the statement that in 
appearance she was far too old to suit 
the roles shé acted. But the vigor of! 
her performance, the lightning flashes 
of emotion with which she punctuated 
it, and the moments of pathos which 
she reached, proclaimed that she is still 
mistress of the technical phase of her 
art, 

But it remained for “Du Theatre au 
Champ d’Honneur” (From the stage to 
the field of honor) to lift the audience 
to the greatest enthusiasm. This little 
play, written by a French army officer 
at the front, is a propagandist drama of 
the present war. In it Mme. Bernhardt 
appeared as a wounded and dying 
French actor, whose recitation of pa- 
triotic poems in the trenches had in- 
spired his fellow soldiers to deeds of 
glory. It permitted Mme. Bernhardt, in 
her delivery of Victor Hugo's ‘‘Patria,"’ 
to rise to the most inspired moment she 
reached during the evening. 


HAPPY PLAY, TEMPERAMENTAL 
MALE COMEDIAN AT COLUMBIA 


“Petticoats” Shows One Woman’s 
Search for a Truly Master- 
fal Man. 


“Petticoats,”’ a little one-act comedy 
by John B. Hymer, with Grace Dunbar 
Nile in the leading role, overshadows 
the headliners and all the other acts on 
the rather long but excellent bill at the 
Columbia Theater this week. The play- 
let is exceedingly pleasing and refresh- 
ing, and Miss Nile is delightful as a 
young woman who is looking for the 
sort af a man who, when she-orders 
chocolate ice cream soda, will say, 
“you'll take strawberry ‘or ‘you'll take 
none at all.

A “50-50” pian of Christmas giving is 
urged on the American peopie, in a 
Christmas relief message issued today 
by the Federai Council of Churches of 
(Christ In America, which is to begin 
the regular sessions of its quadrennial 
meeting tomorrow afternoon, at the 
second Baptist Church. 

The “0-50” plan is that all Christmas 
gifts made to relatives and friends shall 
be duplicated, in. gifts of equivalent 
value to the sufferers from the Europe- 
an war. . 

‘Christmas means giving, more than 
peceiving,”’ the message says. The mes- 
sage is not in the interest of any one 
war relief organization, but for relief 
in all the war-stricken countries. The 
message will be sent to 100,000 churches 
and Sunday schools, and to Governors 
ané Mayors, with suggestions for procla- 
mations along this line.

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MOLLMAN GOES 
ON HUNT.’ SALOON 
PLANS A MYSTERY 


East St. Louis Mayor’s Position 
on Closing of Bars on Sunday 
Left “Up in Air. 


COUNCILMEN IN DEBATE 


George Janner Tells Mayor He 
Favors Closing if Executive 
Will Enforce All Laws. 


Mayor Mollman of East St. Louis 
“took to the woods’ today and carried 
with him the mystery as to whether he 
intends to enforce the Sunday saloon- 
c.osing law after Jan. 1, when the pres- 
ent saloon licenses expire. He could 
not be found at his home or at his of- 
fice and at. both places it was said he 
had “talked of going hunting.” His 
secretary said he was out of town and 
would not be at the city hall today. 

Minieters of some ‘of the leading 
churches of East St. Louis whd called 
on the Mayor yesterday insisted that he 
enforce the Sunday law. They left the 
conference with the impression that 
Molilman would comply with their re- 
quest. They also were given to under- 
stand that he would bring the subject 
up at last night’s meeting of the City 
Council. 

No mention of Sunday law enforcement 
was made at the open Council meeting, 
but a Post-Dispatch reporter learned that 
before the meeting there was a caucus 
of the Council members, at which the 
Mayor and the Councilmen discussed the 
subject with considerable warmth. 

Wants Other Laws Enforced. 

Councilman George Janner, a saloon 
keeper, said he was willing to close his 
saloon on Sunday if. the Mayor would 
enforce the law impartially and would 
also enforce ordinances against other 
forms of law-breaking. 

“You ought to enforce the law against 
gambling, the midnight closing law and 
the ordinance against canning beer on 
Sunday,” said Janner. ‘The \midnight 
closing law is enforced in some places 
and ignored at others. I close my place 
at midnight, but negro saloon keepers 


have thrown their keys away and keep 
open all the time.’’ 

Councilmen Fritz and Lang spoke 
against enforcing the Sunday closing 
law and advised Mayor Moliman to take 
no action in that direction, while Coun- 
cilmen King. and Fowler expressed 
themselves ag favoring enforcement. 

When the ministers saw him yester- 
day, Mayor Moliman told them he 
didn’t have to ask the Council whether 
he should enforce the law, but he 
thought it best to obtain an expression 
of opinion from the Councilmen. 

The Rev. George W. Allison of the 
First Baptist Church, who attended the 
conference, said the ministers were 
pledged not to tell what promise was 
made to them by Moliman. It was his 
private opinion, he said, that Mollman 
intended to close the saloons on Sun- 
day. 

Conference Never Called. 

On Thanksgiving Day, after being re- 
buked by Federal Judge Landis for not 
enforcing the Sunday closing law, Mayor 
Moliman told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he would call a conference of leadine 
bankers and business and professional 
men and consult them as to whether 
public sentiment demanded enforcement 
of the law. 

Mollman on the following day had 
changed his mind about calling this con- 
ference and said he would first lay the 
subject before the City Council. 

Representatives of German societies 
and labor unions then called on the 
Mayor and urged him not to close the 
saloons on Sunday. He took no further 
action until the ministers, on their own 
motion and without ‘is invitation called 
on him yesterday. The caucus with the 
Councilmen followed and then Mayor 
Mollman “talked of going hunting.’’ 


NATIONAL STOCKYARDS 
FREE OF QUARANTIN: 


Restrictions Which Were in Effect 
Only Few Days Had Little 
Material Effect. 


The quarantine placed on the Na- 
tional Stockyards a week ago be- 
cause of a threatened outbreak of 
hoof and mouth disease in Kansas and 
Nebraska, has been raised. The order 
was issued by the State Veterinarian 
Friday night. 

The quarantine had very little ma- 
terial effect at the East St. Louis 
yards. Speculators who had “‘stock- 
ers” and “feeders” in their pens 
either sold them for beef at little or 
no loss, or held them with the assur- 
ance that the quarantine would not 


fast long.

KANSAS CITY PROSECUTOR 
OPPOSES PARTISAN EXPERTS 


In Speech Here He Cites Testimony 
in Swope Case to Support 
Argument. 

Floyd E. Jacobs, Prosecuting Attorney 
of Kansas City for the past eight years, 
today declared to the members of the 
Missouri Probate Judges’ Association, 
in session here at the Planters Hotel, 
that partisan expert witness testimony 
is one of the biggest evils confronting 

the courts, both civil and criminal. 


Jacobs.gupporting his contention, cit- 
ed the testimony of a famous New York 
expert In the Swope trial, testifying for 
the defense, as exactly opposite to his 
testimony given some months later in 
New York, when, in a similar case, he 
was testifying for the State. 


“This expert’s testimony in Kansas 
City was the high water mark for the 
defense,"” declared the speaker. ‘‘In 
New York it sent the defendant to the 
electric chair.” : 


Attorney Jacobs urged the appoint- 
ment of a commission of three or five 
recognized experts for each complicat- 
ed trial requiring this kind of teati- 
mony, to be under reasonable pay by 
the State and required to give unbiased 
reports. An effort it to be made to in- 
clude this recommendation in the legis- 
lative program of the Probate Judges.
